1 . (Currently Amended) A method for establishing communication between a 
first wireless terminal and a second wireless terminal , wh e r ei n th e f i rst w i r e l e ss t e rmina l 
m a y hav o at loast on e funct i ona l capab ili ty that the s e cond w i ro l oss term i na l may not 
have, the method comprising: 

receiving a signal from the first wireless terminal to establish a communication 
between the first wireless terminal and the second wireless terminal, 
wherein the communication includes use of th e at l e ast on e funct i onal 
capab i l i ty that first and second capabilities present in the first [[second]] 
wireless terminal may not hav e; 

determining whether the second wireless terminal has both the at l e ast one 
funct i ona l first capability and the second capability; and 

establishing the communication between the first wireless terminal and the 

second wireless terminal using the first capability inc l ud i ng us e of th e at 
le ast on e functiona l capab ili ty , when it is determined that the second 
wireless terminal has the first capability but does not have the second at- 
le ast on e funct i onal capability. 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 A further comprising 
establishing the communication between the first wireless terminal and the second 
wireless terminal without the use of the second at lo ast on o funct i ona l capability , when it 
is dot e rminod that tho second wir o loss t e rminal does not hav e th e at le ast on e 
funct i onal capabi li ty . 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 2, wherein the second at le ast 
ono functiona l capability includes at least one of video call capability and multimedia 
capability. 
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4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 2 A further comprising: 
downgrading the communication between the first wireless terminal and the 

second wireless terminal to voice communication when it is determined that the second 
wireless terminal does not have the at loast ono functiona l second capability. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim A x further comprising: 
downgrading the communication by splitting the communication into two streams. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 5, wherein the two streams comprise a 
voice only stream between the first wireless terminal and the second wireless terminal 
and a video stream between the first wireless terminal and a video server. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 5, further comprising forwarding the signal 
to a video gateway and setting up a video stream between the first wireless terminal 
and a video server. 

8. (Currently Amended) A system for establishing communication between a 
first wireless terminal and a second wireless terminal , wh e r ei n th e first w i ro l oss termina l 
may hav e a t lo ast ono funct i onal capabil i ty that tho second w i r ele ss termina l may not 
have, the system comprising: 

means for receiving a signal from the first wireless terminal to establish a 
communication between the first wireless terminal and the second 
wireless terminal, wherein the communication includes use of th e at le ast 
ono functiona l capability that first and second capabilities present in the 
first [[second]] wireless terminal may not hav e; 

means for determining whether the second wireless terminal has both th e at least 
ono functiona l first capability and the second capability; and 

means for establishing the communication between the first wireless terminal and 
the second wireless terminal using the first capabilit y i nc l uding us e of th e 
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a t lo ast ono funct i ona l capab il ity , when it is determined that the second 
wireless terminal has the first capability but does not have the second a fr- 
l oast ono funct i onal capability. 

9. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 8, wherein the means for 
establishing communication between the first wireless terminal and the second wireless 
terminal establishes a communication between the first wireless terminal and the 
second wireless terminal without the use of the at l east on o funct i onal second capabilitw 
when i t i s det e rm i n e d that th e s e cond wir ele ss t e rm i na l do e s not have th e at l east on e 
funct i ona l capab i l i ty . 

1 0. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 9, wherein the second at l oast 
ono funct i ona l capability includes at least one of video call capability and multimedia 
capability. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The system of claim 9 A further comprising: 
means for downgrading the communication between the first wireless terminal 

and the second wireless terminal to voice communication when it is determined that the 
second wireless terminal does not have the second at l o ast on o functional capability. 

1 2. (Original) The system of claim 1 1 , wherein the means for downgrading the 
communication downgrades the communication by splitting the communication into two 
streams. 

1 3. (Original) The system of claim 1 2, wherein the two streams comprise a 
voice only stream between the first wireless terminal and the second wireless terminal 
and a video stream between the first wireless terminal and a video server. 

14. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 12 A further comprising: 
means for forwarding the signal to a video gateway; and 
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means for setting up a video session between the first wireless terminal and a 
video server. 

15. (Original) A method for establishing communication between a first 
wireless terminal and a second wireless terminal, the method comprising: 

receiving a call signal from the first wireless terminal to establish a video session 
between the first wireless terminal and the second wireless terminal; 

querying a database to determine whether the second wireless terminal has 
video capability; 

if the second wireless terminal does not have video capability, then forwarding 

the call signal to a video gateway; 
setting up a video session between the first wireless terminal and a video server; 

and 

setting up a non-video session between the first wireless terminal and the second 
wireless terminal. 

1 6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 5 ± further comprising the video 
server playing a video announcement for the first wireless terminal informing the first 
wireless terminal of a lack of the video capability in the second wireless terminal. 

17. (Original) The method of claim 15, wherein the database is at least one of 
a home location register and a visitor location register. 

18. (Original) A system for establishing communication between a first 
wireless terminal and a second wireless terminal, the system comprising: 

means for receiving a call signal from the first wireless terminal to establish a 
video session between the first wireless terminal and the second wireless 
terminal; 

means for querying a database to determine whether the second wireless 
terminal has video capability; 
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means for setting up a video session between the first wireless terminal and a 
video server; and 

means for setting up a non-video session between the first wireless terminal and 
the second wireless terminal. 

1 9. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1 8 A further comprising means 
for playing a video announcement for the first wireless terminal informing the first 
wireless terminal of a lack of the video capability in the second wireless terminal. 

20. (Original) The system of claim 18, wherein the database is at least one of 
a home location register and a visitor location register. 

21 . (Original) A system for establishing communication between a first 
wireless terminal and a second wireless terminal, the system comprising: 

at least one mobile switching center for receiving a call signal from the first 

wireless terminal to establish at least one video session between the first 
wireless terminal and the second wireless terminal; 

at least one call processing module for querying at least one of a home location 
register and a visitor location register to determine whether the second 
wireless terminal has a video capability, for setting up at least one video 
session between the first wireless terminal and a video server, and for 
setting up at least one non-video session between the first wireless 
terminal and the second wireless terminal. 

22. (Original) The system of claim 21 , wherein the at least one call processing 
module is resident in the at least one mobile switching center. 

23. (Original) The system of claim 21 , wherein the at least one call processing 
module is resident in a video gateway. 
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24. (Currently Amended) A method for establishing communications between 
a first mobile phone that is capable of supporting video telephony and a second mobile 
phone that is not capable of supporting video telephony t e rm i na l s i n a w i r e l e ss syst e m , 
the method comprising: 

receiving a signal from the first mobile phone to establish a video telephony call 
between the first mobile phone and the second mobile phone a-eaW- 
or i ginating t e rmina l a nd a call roco i ving termina l; and 

determining that the second mobile phone is not capable of supporting the video 
telephony call; 

splitting the video telephony call into two streams, the first stream being a 

voice-only stream and the second stream being a video stream; and 
establishing the call between the first mobile phone and the second mobile 

phone by forwarding only the first stream to the second mobile phone 
e stab l ishing, as a funct i on of ca ll processing funct i onality avai l ab l e to th e ca ll 

r e ce i v i ng term i na l , the cal l between tho ca ll or i gin a t i ng t e rm i na l and the 

cal l rece i ving terminal . 

25. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 24, further comprising 
forwarding the second stream from the first mobile phone to a video serve r wh e r ei n 
e st a b li sh i ng th e communicat i on b e tw ee n th e call or i g i nat i ng t e rm i na l and th e ca ll 
rece i ving term i na l furth e r compr i s e s estab li shing tho cal l without th e us e of at loast one 
ca ll processing capab i l i ty, when i t is det e rmined that tho ca l l roco i v i ng t e rm i na l does not 
have tho at lo ast on e ca ll proc e ss i ng capabil i ty . 

26. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 24, further comprising 
forwarding the signal to a video gateway and setting up a video stream between the first 
mobile phone and a video server wh e r e in e stab l ish i ng tho communicat i on between tho 
ca ll or i g i nating t e rm i na l and th e cal l r e c ei v i ng termina l furth e r compris e s e stab li sh i ng the 
ca ll w i thout tho uso of at loast one ca l l processing capab i l i ty, when i t is determined that 
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th e ca ll in i tially r e qu i res a ca l l processing capab ili ty not availab l e to tho ca ll receiv i ng 
termina l. 

27. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 24, wherein determining 
comprises identifying the second mobile phone in a database, the database including 
capabilities of the second mobile phone e st a b li sh i ng th e communicat i on b e tween th e 
cal l orig i nat i ng t e rm i na l and th e cal l r e c ei ving t e rmina l further compr i sos e stab li sh i ng the 
cal l w i thout tho us e of v i deo call cap a b i lity, wh e n th e ca ll or i ginat i ng t e rmina l has v i d e o 
call capability, but th e c all r e c ei v i ng t e rm i nal do e s not hav e v i d e o ca l l capab i l i ty . 

28. (Currently Amended) The method of claim [[25]] 24, wherein the at l e ast 
on e ca l l proc e ss i ng capab il ity video telephony includes at least one of video call 
capability and multimedia capability. 

29. (Currently Amended) The method of claim [[25]] 2A, further comprising: 
generating, by the video server, data including at least one of video data and 

picture data; and 

forwarding the data to the first mobile phone downgrading th o communicat i on 
b e tw ee n th e cal l or i ginating t e rmina l and th e ca ll r e c ei v i ng t e rm i nal to voic e 
commun i cat i on when i t is d e t e rm i n e d that th e call r e c ei v i ng t e rm i na l do e s not hav e th e 
a t lea st on e c all process i ng capabi li ty . 

30. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 29 , wherein the data indicates 
to the first mobile phone that a voice only call is being established between the first 
mobile phone and the second mobile phone furth e r compr i sing: 

downgrading tho commun i cat i on by sp l itt i ng tho communicat i on i nto two streams .

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33. (Currently Amended) In a wireless system having a plurality of terminals 
for processing calls , wh e r ei n any diff e r e nc e s i n ca ll proc e ss i ng funct i onal i ty botwoon th e 
t e rm i nals may not b e known to assoc i at e d us e rs wh e n i nitiating cal l s , a method for 
connecting calls between terminals comprising: 

establishing a new call between an originating terminal and a terminating 

terminal, the new call reflecting call processing functionality available to 
the originating terminal regardless of call processing functionality available 
to the terminating terminal and invoked when placing the new call , such 
that any adjustm e nts r e qu i r e d to e stablish th e n e w ca ll ar e mad e i f th e 
n e w cal l r e qu i r e s sp e cif i c ca ll proc e ss i ng funct i ona li ty not ava il ab le to th e 
t e rminating t e rmina l. 

34. In a wireless system having a plurality of terminals for processing callsr- 
wh e r ei n any d i ff e r e nc e s i n cal l proc e ss i ng functionality b e tw ee n th e t e rmina l s may not 
b e known to assoc i at e d us e rs wh e n i n i tiat i ng ca ll s, a method for connecting calls 
between terminals comprising: 

an originating terminal initiating a new call for a terminating terminal, the new call 
reflecting call processing functionality available to the originating terminal 
regardless of call processing functionality available to the terminating 
terminal and invoked when placing the new call; 

the terminating terminal making adjustments required to establish the new call if 
the new call requires specific call processing functionality not available to 
the terminating terminal. 
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
